The £)eauty of Human J_jfe! 

Three years ago, I was leading a Bible study with students from the SD School of 
Mines. A young lady began to attend who was pregnant but not married. Lauren 
was not Catholic, and she heard about the Bible study from her girlfriend who came 
regularly. One night she shocked all of us by saying that she was pregnant because 
she had been raped by a stranger. 

I spoke with her in private to help her process the trauma. She was struggling to 
understand why God would let her experience such suffering. Yet, she was able to 
separate the evil of the rape from the gift of the child in her womb. She was already 
convinced that the child was a gift from God, and that her only choice was to 
nurture that beautiful gift of life. Rape did not make the child in her womb any less 
human, nor any less deserving of life. 

I asked Lauren for permission to organize a fundraiser at the Catholic School. The 
students donated enough to pay for almost one semester of tuition. After her child 
was bom, Lauren came with her baby to thank the STM students. She was beaming 
with joy. She said that the gift of her son was something that was beyond her 
wildest dreams. She inspired the students by her witness. During this time, she 
stayed with her parents in Rapid City who were very supportive of her. Recently 
she married, and her son now has a mother and a father. 


Today is Respect Life Sunday. We marvel at the beauty of human life in the sick 
and elderly, the unborn, the prisoner on death row, in every single human being. 
We reverence human life because we are created in the image of God and redeemed 
by the blood of Christ. 

Recent legislation threatens our reverence for human life. In implementing the 2010 
Patient Protection and Affordable Care Act (the new health care reform law), the 
U.S. Dept, of Health and Human Services (HHS) recently issued a rule requiring 
almost all private health plans to cover contraception and sterilization as 
"preventive services" for women. 

The new rule would force insurance plans to cover "all Food and Drug Administration 
approved contraceptive methods, sterilization procedures, and patient education and 
counseling for all women with reproductive capacity. " Never before has the federal 
government required private health plans to include such coverage. The FDA- 
approved "emergency contraception" (EC) drugs that are covered by this mandate 
can work by interfering with implantation of a newly conceived human being. Also, 
the drug the FDA most recently approved for EC, "Ella," a close analogue to the 
abortion drug RU-486, has been shown in animal tests to cause abortion. Thus, the 
mandate includes drugs that may cause an abortion both before and after 
implantation. For more information about this bill, visit www.usccb.org/conscience . 


The legislation treats pregnancy like a "disease." And it violates the conscience 
protection which has been respected in our nation. We need to be witnesses of the 
beauty and gift of life. Let us continue to work and pray for the respect of all life, 
from conception to natural death.
